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This document discloses a high-frequency switch having a shielding 
case 5 in which a movable contact piece 8 is accommodated. The shielding 
case 5 has two stationary contacts 6a, 6b secured to opposite side walls thereof, 
respectively. One end of the movable contact piece 8 is hingedly connected to a 
common terminal 7 secured to the shielding case 5, and the other end of the 
movable contact piece 8 is disposed between the two stationary contacts 6a, 6b 
and is held in contact therewith one at a time. 

An electromagnet made up of a coil 9, an iron core frame 10, and a 
movable iron piece 11 is disposed in proximity to the shielding case 5. An 
actuator 12 is disposed between the shielding case 5 and the electromagnet to 
connect the movable iron piece 1 1 and the movable contact piece 8 to each other 

Energization or deenergization of the electromagnet causes the 
other end of the movable contact piece 8 to move between the two stationary 
contacts 6a, 6b so that the former is brought into contact with one of the latter. 

When the other end of the movable contact piece 8 is spaced away 
from the stationary contact 6a or 6b, a shielding plate 14a or 14b is inserted 
therebetween to enhance isolation.
